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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Re claims 2, 8, 10-12, 15, 20-22, 24, 29 and 31, 
applicant traverses the finality of the rejections because of newly sited reference. In reply, examiner uses newly sited reference to 
suplement the "notorious well known" statement. Examiner has not changed position on these rejections. Re claims 1, 3-7, 9, 16-17, 19, 
27-28, 30, 34-35, 43 and 45, applicant alleges Iwase does not suggest texture mapping. In reply, examiner considers Iwase teaches 
texture mapping by "image information on all the dots within each polygon is previously stored as texture information in means such as 
read-only memory (ROM), texture coordinates assigned to each vertex of the polygons are used as addresses, and this data is read out 
and mapped. Note that the applicants have already proposed details of image synthesis techniques for this sort of texture mapping", 
column 11, line 8-15, therefore, the tiles have texture. Re argument that Iwase does not disclose"plural tile data structures representing 
plural respective views of the image texture displayed together on a display screen immediatelyadjacent each other ", examiner consider 
different views of same tile is simultaneously displayed ajacent to each others as L1-L4 in Figure 9 ("all simply rotated and repositioned" 
column 12, line 1-2). Re claims 2, 24, 29 and 37, since oblique parallel projection is defined as "a projection" (line 25, page 13 of spec), 
examiner considers Van Overveld met the limitation. Re claim 13, examiner considers Strandberg has an outer surface. 
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
